Two petrol bombs were thrown at 
the American Consulate in East Je- 
rusalem last night, causing no inju- 
ries but damaging a sun-awning in- 
side the consulate courtyard, the 
Jerusalem police and a consulate 
spokesman said. 

The police were conducting 
searches in the area last night. Earli- 
erin the evening, a petrol bomb was 
thrown at the Arabesque restuarant 
on e-Zahara in East Jerusalem. The 
bomb ignited but caused no serious 
damage or injury, the Jerusalem po- 
lice spokesman said. 

The petrol bombings come just a 
few days before the visit of Ameri- 
can Secretary of State George 
Schultz on Thursday. An additional 
1,500 police and Border Policemen 
from all over the country will begin 
patrolling Jerusalem's Arab areas 
today in an attempt to put an end to 
the unrest that has continued in the 
capital for more than two months. 

In the Shuafat (Anata) refugee 
camp, northeast of French Hill, 
Border Policemen broke the doors, 
windows, and solar heaters in 52 
houses on Friday and yesterday, ac- 
cording to Jamal Awad, the United 
Nations Relief and Works Agency 
official in charge of the camp. Two 
camp residents-Abdullah Sheikh 
Ali, 33, and Tasir Fahame Tahar, 17 
— were severely beaten by the Bor- 
-der Policemen on Friday and were

U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz will shuttle between Jerusa- 
lem and Arab capitals during his 
diplomatic mission to the Middle 
East. returning to Israel after each 
day's talks, informed sources said 
last night. 

Shuitz has reiterated in recent 
days that he is placing his prestige 
on the line and will devote much of 
his time and efforts in the coming 
weeks to achieving a breakthrough 
in his talks here. He has said he will 
delegate many other tasks to his 
deputy, John Whitehead, to give 
himself more time to deal with the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. 

U.S. officials said the secretary 
was very determined to press ahead 
with his scheme. 

Shultz, Americans officials said, 
is ready to follow the lead of former 
secretary of state Henry Kissinger 
and former president Jimmy Carter 
in trying to achieve a diplomatic 
breakthrough. 

The riots in the West Bank and 


Gaza Strip. U.S. officials said. were 
largely responsible for Shultz’s de- 
termination to advance the peace 
process. The unrest began in early 
December. By Christmas. U.S. offi- 
cials said, Shultz had made his mind 
up to take yet another crack at re- 
solving the Arab-Israeli conflict. 
Shultz told Congressmen last week 


On his way to Moscow yesterday, 
Shultz said that the Soviet Union 
must “face up™ to its human rights 
problems if it wants to participate in 
a Middle East peace conference. 

Shultz specifically cited restric- 
tions on emigration and religious 
practices, as well as a lack of diplo- 
matic relations with Israel. 

“So they have some work to do 
that will make their presence at an 
international conference more ac- 
ceptable from our standpoint and 
Issael’s standpoint.” Shultz told re- 
porters on his Air Force jet flight 
from Washington.” ᾿ -- ai 

After talks with the Soviets on 
disarmament, Afghanistan and the 


Middle East, Shultz will probably fly 
to Israel. His tentative schedule in- 
cludes a five-day stay here. com- 
mencing on Thursday. with day trips 
planned to Syria. Jordan. Egypt 
and Saudi Arabia. returning to Isra- 
el each evening for talks here. 
Shultz's “headquarters.” which is 
already being described in Jerusa- 
lem as a “mini-State Department,” 
will be in Jerusalem's Hilton Hotel. 

On March 2 he is scheduled to 
attend a Nato meeting in Brussels. 
But U.S. officials are leaving open 
the possibility that Shultz will return 
to the Middle East from Europe if 
doing so is necessary to nail down 
agreements. 

In Israel. the inner cabinet is slat- 
ed to discuss the latest American 
proposals on Wednesday. Prime 
Minister Shamir rejected the de- 
mands of some Labour ministers 
that the full cabinet debate the issue 
in its meeting today.

PLO maintains that no Palestinian 
delegation will meet with Shultz here

TUNIS -- The PLO said on Friday that no Palestinian 
delegation would meet U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz when he visits Israel during a Middle East tour 
next week. 

The statement was published by the Palestinian news 
agency, Wafa. following a report from Israel that PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat had named six prominent Palestin- 
ians to meet Shultz. The report appeared in the Naza- 
reth based A-Senara newspaper. 

Gaza laywer Fayez Abu Rahme, one of the Palestin- 
ians reportedly named, told The Jerusalem: Post that 
though there was no Palestinian consensus at present for 
a meeting with Shultz, he believed there could be “de- 
velopments” which would make the meeting possible. 

The other Palestinians Fe alge to have been desig- 
nated by Arafat were Al-Fajr editor Hanna Siniora, 
deposed Hebron mayor Mustafa Natshe, Nablus busi- 
nessman Sa‘id Kan’an, Gesher editor Ziad Abu Zayad, 
and the imprisoned head of the Palestinian Red Cres- 
cent Society in the West Bank, Izz a-din Arayan. They 
were nominated td offset American efforts to include 
pro-Jordanians in the delegation, according to the 
report. 

Meanwhile, a senior PLO official said yesterday that 


the organization would confine its attacks to Israel and 
the occupied territories, and that no arms would be used 
in the Palestinian uprising in the West Bank and Gaza. 

Salah Khalaf, head of PLO counter-intelligence, told 
Reuters his movement would keep its word despite what 
he called Israeli provocation. 

He cited attacks in Cyprus this week which he blamed 
on Israel. A car bomb killed three PLO officials and an 
explosion holed a ship due to have taken Palestinian 
deportees to Israel. a 

uch acts invalidated a 1985 PLO pledge to restrict its 
attacks to Israel and the occupied territories, Khalaf 


said. 

But he added: “I assure you that we will not do an’ 
operation outside [Israel and the occupied territories]. 
We will answer inside the occupied territories and we 
will not be dragged outside. 

“As far as the uprising is concemed, we decided and 
[Palestinians] inside the occupied territories decided we 
would not use arms,” Khalaf said. In Damascus, a U.S. 
Embassy official yesterday said the U.S. was lifting visa 
restrictions on Syrian nationals. 

The apparently conciliatory move might be connected 
with Shultz’s visit, diplomats said.

Shamir, who has expressed reser- 
vations about many of the compo- 
‘nents of the American plan, wishes 
to avoid a confrontation with Shultz. 
In this context, his aides have ex- 
pressed anger at Peres’s portrayal of 
the prime minister as the obstacle to 
peace. The truth, they contend, is 
that the Arabs are the ones who do 
not wish to enter peace talks, espe- 
cially not when the current U.S. ad- 
ministration, considered friendly to 
Israel, remains in power. 

Shultz said last week that Hussein 
needs “some sort of international 
trigger mechanism” to enter talks. 
He said that his initiative was based 

"on the assumption that if an agree- 
ment on the principles of the sub- 
stance of the agreement is achieved, 
Hussein will be more flexible on his 
demands for an international 
conference. 

Regarding the Syrians. Shultz 
said that they are as inflexible as 
“the extreme right in Israel,” but 
have feft the door open for contin- 
ued U.S. efforts in the area. 

But some American officials de- 
scribed Syria's public reaction, 
which has been negative, as “largely 
posturing,” noting that President 
Hafez Assad was anxious to receive 
Shultz in Damascus during the sec- 
retary’s coming visit to the Middle 
East.

IDF dismisses use 


Australian FM due as 
Hawke hits areas policy

Australian Foreign Minister Bill 
Hayden is expected to arrive here 
today from Jordan for a three-day 
visit which will include talks with the 
country’s leaders and a tour of the 
administered territories. 

In Sydney, Prime Minister Bob 
Hawke told a news conference on 
Thursday that Australia was deeply 
concerned over Israeli military ac- 
tions in the occupied West Bank and 
‘Gaza Strip. “We cannot and do not 
approve of the actions that have 
been taken,” Hawke said. 

Hawke said a letter to Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
would be delivered by Foreign Min- 
ister Hayden on Monday. Hayden 
would also express the deep con- 
cems of the government and the 
Australian people about events in 
the territories, particularly the de- 
portation of Palestinians to Leba- 
non in violation of the Geneva Con- 


vention, he said. 

Israel had suffered Palestinian at- 
tacks in the area, he said, adding: 
“but those attacks, in my judgment 
and the judgment of my govemn- 
ment, do not justify the sort of ac- 
tions that are being taken now.” 

Jewish community leader Mark 
Leibler told Reuters ali the 90,000 
Jews in Australia fully supported the 
Israeli actions and dismissed 
Hawke's statement, saying: “friends 
can sometimes disagree.” 

In Jerusalem tomorrow, Hayden 
is slated to sign an Israeli-Australian 
“Agreement on Trade and Econom- 
ic Relations and Technical Coopera- 
tion.” He will also meet with Presi- 
dent Chaim Herzog, Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres and Trade 
and Industry Minister Ariel Sharon. 
In what is officially dubbed a “‘pri- 
vate programme”, Hayden is sched- 
uled to tour the Gaza Strip on Tues- 
day.

Phone lines cut to Har Adar

All the telephones in Har Adar 
(Givat Haradar) went dead Friday 
evening after someone cut the main 
telephone cable serving the private- 
ly built bedroom community located 
on a commanding hill roughly 10 
miles northeast of Jerusalem.

After bomb in Namibia destroys bank, kills 18 


Pretoria’s jets strike in Angola 


WINDHOEK, Namibia (Reuter) -- 
South African aircraft attacked 
guerrilla bases in Angola yesterday 
in retaliation for a massive bomb 
blast which killed 18 people in the 
Pretoria-run territory of Namibia. 
South African army chief General 
Jannie ‘Geidenhuys said 13 South 
African fighter jets made succes«f. ' 


‘Meraids against bases used by the 


South West Africa People’s Organi- 
sation (Swapo) in southern Angola 
and retumed safely. 


Pretoria has blamed Swapo for 
the bomb blast on Friday which vir- 
tually obliterated a bank in the 
northern Namibian town of Osha- 
kati. Swapo denied responsibility. 


It was the worst single attack in 
the 21-year history of Swapo’s strug- 
gle for independence of the huge 
Aduantic coast territory run by South 
Africa in defiance of UN resolu- 
tions. 


Defence Minister Magnus Malan 
said the swift South African retalia- 
tion was a warning to neighbouring 
countries not to harbour anti-South 
African guerrillas. “With this action 
South Africa reaffirms its determi- 
nation that no terrorism, violence or 
revolution should be exported to 
South Africa's area of responsibil- 
ity.” he said in Pretoria. 

General Geldenhuys said the Mi- 
rage and Impala aircraft struck at 
two Angolan areas, Lubango and

Even before the Namibia bomb 
blast, tensions were rising along 
South Africa's northem borders, 
with Pretoria leaders issuing harsh 
warnings about the dangers of har- 
bouring guerrillas. 

On Friday Malan and Foreign 
Minister Pik Botha visited the bor- 
der with Zimbabwe and said South 


Africa would not hesitate to cross 
the frontier in hot pursuit of guerril- 
las if it felt it necessary.

2 It said 31 per ‘cent of the respondents said they would vote for Waldheim 
“by all means” if presidential elections were held, while 42 per cent replied 
they would “by no means” elect him. 
The newspaper said 522 people were polled on February 18-19, but it was 
not known how representative was the sample nor give the margin of error. 


In previous polls, Waldheim always had obtained the support of a 


majonity of respondents. 


Tn an interview published in yesterday issues of the Vienna conservative 
daily Die Presse, Helmut Kukacka, general secretary of the People’s Party, 
‘was quoted as saying that, for now at least, the party would give Waldheim 
full backing. But Waldheim must work “to reduce his credibility deficits by 
an information strategy,” the newspaper reported Kukacka as saying. 


Early this summer the party will decide whether it “makes sense” to 
further stand by Waldheim or to “signal a certain distance," Kukacka said in 


the interview.

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Kohl denies 
differences 
with U.S. 


BONN (Reuter) — West German 
chancellor Helmut Koh] remrned 
from a trip to Washington yesterday 
after prociaiming that there was no 
disagreement between Bonn and 
the U.S. on defence but some com- 
mentators remained unconvinced. 

Kohli told a news conference be- 
fore flying home there were “no dif- 
ferences” between him and ‘the 
Americans on defence and disarma- 
ment policy. 

A senior U-S. official said a re- 
ported row between Kohl and Presi- 
dent Reagan over whether to mod- 
ernize or negotiate on U_S. tactical 
nuclear missiles in West Germany 
had never existed. 

His remarks delighted the Bonn 
delegation, but some analysts re- 
mained sceptical, saying the public 
statements may have glossed over 
clear differences of interest. 

At the centre of the debate are 88 
ageing U.S. Lance missiles, de- 
ployed mostly in West Germany. 
They have a range of 120km. — too 
short to bring them into the INF 
(intermediate nuclear forces) treaty 
signed by the superpowers Jast year. 

West Germany is worried by the 
missiles -- and the equivalent 1,350 
Warsaw Pact rockets the West says 
are deployed on the other side of the 
Iron Curtain — because their short 
range and location mean they would 
devastate mainly German territory 
if used.

Nicaraguan talks 
with rebels collapse 


GUATEMALA CITY (AFP) - Di- 
rect negotiations between the Nica- 
raguan government and rebels 
broke up abruptly Friday after ini- 
tial signs of progress in attempts to 
end their seven-year war, Managua 
Archbishop Miguel Cardinal 
Obando y Bravo said. “The two par- 
ties were unable to come to an 
agreement, ™ the Cardinal said. “I 
expect both sides to reconsider and 
reflect.” 


Reports said that Nicaraguan 
President Danie! Ortega had earlier 
agreed to some church proposals 
aimed at setting up a cease-fire but 
did not want to make concessions 
during the talks. Ortega reportedly 
rejected the idea of a simple 30-day 
truce: as proposed by Cardinal 
Obando, and demanded an outright 
cease-fire. 


Cardinal Obando, who has been 
mediating contacts between Mana- 
gua and the rebels, said the govern- 
ment did not think the U.S.-backed 
Contra umbrella group could 


achieve a cease-fire. and that the 
rebels did not trust the government 
to democratize Nicaraguan society. 
Rebel leaders Jaime Morales and 
Azucena Ferrey said earlier at a 
press conference that they were 
Teady to accept the Cardinal's pro- 
posals, which included restricting 
the rebels and their weapons and 
munitions to enclosed areas for 30 
days while the government put in 
place democratic reforms. The gov- 
emment concessions were to in- 
clude a general amnesty for political 
prisoners, untimited freedom of ex- 
pression, a resumption of talks with 
14 legal internal parties and a recon- 
sideration of the military draft. 
Cardina] Obando decried what he 
said was a lack of sufficient author- 
ity on the part of both delegations 
and asked for more decision-making 
power for the government and rebel 
representatives. He added that a 
new date had not been set for re- 
newing the talks, which resumed 
here Thursday after a first round 
ended in stalemate in January.

Schindler: Time is not on Israel’s side

Even Israelis who oppose the indiscriminate 
use of brute force to quell the unrest in the 
occupied territories may be rankled when a 
Jewish leader abroad denounces this practice 
from the safety of the Diaspora. Thus the 
recent statements by Rabbi Alexander 
Schindler, denouncing the beating of demon- 
strators as immoral, were received with mixed 
feelings by Labour Party figures normally 
close to the American Reform leader. . 

These attitudes were expressed by Yehiel 
Leket, head of the Labour Zionist Movement, 
when he introduced Schindler. president of 
the Union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions, at a Labour gathering in Jerusalem last 
week. 

For some time now, Leket said, the Labour 
Party “has recognized the right of Diaspora 
Jews to express their opinions openly. That 
was easy. But when strong statements are 
made that make us uncomfortable - and by 
one of our friends — then questions are natu- 
rally raised about the limits of dissent.” 

Schindler had a ready answer for this: “I 
don't serve you when 1 tell you what you want 
to hear. 1 owe you my own views. I speak out 
of love for Israel, which occasionally demands 
a reproof conceming a particular policy at a 

icular time. 

“Too many people. in the U.S. as well as 


Israel, confuse dissent with disloyalty. I reject 
the view that American Jews who speak out 
are doing something treasonable. 

“In speaking out, I was concerned about the 
credibility of the American Jewish communi- ᾿ 
ty’s efforts to help Israel. American Jews have 
always been in the vanguard of the struggle for 
social justice. People asked us how we could 
keep quiet.” ; 

Schindler insisted that he bad never object-_ 
ed to the need to restore order, but only to the 
means used. “I reacted principally to the poli- 
cy enunciated by Israel's leaders of using force 
and beatings. ᾿ : 

“Some people may say that such talk is 
simply a rabbi's preaching,” he said, dismiss- 
ing this claim by recalling his own combat 
record in World War II. “I was not a chaplain, 
I was a ski trooper. We had to face city 
fighting from street to street, and I was 
wounded. One has a right to shoot at an 
armed soldier, and even at demonstrators if 
they endanger your life. : 

“But using beatings or shooting at people to 
put fear into them? This is immoral. Even 
from a realpolitik perspective: if you formu- 
late ἃ policy that is disjoined from morality, 
why announce it? This policy is both counter- 
productive — since it breeds hatred — and im- 
moral. That is madness.” 

He noted with a slight touch of scepticism 
that he had been assured by government lead- 


ers that indiscriminate beatings was not’ Isra- 
el's policy. “Defence Minister Rabin noted 
that only 10 per cent of the army is brutal, and 


“that the rest are all right. But this still amounts 


to thousands of people. I worry what all this 
has done to the Jewish soldier.” 

Schindler wrote of his concerns last month 
to President Herzog, and in reply Herzog 
challenged him to suggest an alternative to the 
firm suppression of the τοῖς. 

᾿ “Vislence only increases violence. The oth- 
er alternative is to begin a process of political 
accommodation as soon:as possible, although 
I realize that this is difficult with a divided 


government. But Israel has to bite the bullet." © 


He asserted that Israel had missed opportu- 
nities in the past to pursue peace. “The belief 
that the Arabs in the territories would eventu- 
ally accept the notion of Greater Israel if their 
economic situation improved was wrong. The 
slogan of ein breira (no alternative) reflected 
lack of political will; it was not a description of 
reality. 1 agree fully with Foreign Minister 
Peres, that the status quo is a time bomb.” 

He warned that “time-is not on your side. 
Agreement on a common policy has to be 
reached as soon as possible in Israel. Speed is 
essential, with the elections approaching im 
America. Shultz has been a wonderful secre- 
tary of state. I have never known a more 
favorably inclined secretary of state. I don't 
think it can get better, only worse. 


“If there is a delay now in the peace pro- 
cess, two years could elapse before a new 
administration is able to take action. The time 
may come when you will have to negotiate 
with the PLO over the (partition plan) borders 
of 1947, The longer you wait, the higher the 
price will be.” g 

Schindler’s audience, from which Labour 
hawks were conspicuously absent, secmed to 
be basically in sympathy with his views. 

MK Dov Ben-Meir said that “it’s not 
enough to say that. we need statesmanship 
now. Without a consensus covering 75 to 80 
per cent of the public, no solution is possible 
in this country. Without Labour's backing of 
the Camp David. agreements, they woulda’t 
have been passed in the Knesset. 

“In the coming elections, the forecast is not 
good. Peres could be prime minister in ἃ gov- 
ernment that has a 50-52 per cent majority, 
and Shamir may rule with 54 per cent. Neither 
can rule with the other in opposition. We need 
to find a compromise, before the Likud be- 
comes too radicalized.” : 

MK Nava Arad, addressing Labour sup- 
porters from abroad who were [ἢ the audi- 
ence, asked what support Labour could expect 
from world Jewry. “Our friends hesitate to 
criticize us, but they also hesitate to support 
particular policies of ours. Time is running out 
for both of us.

AN EIGHT-YEAR-old belly-dane-

Parents allowing their children to 
be used for questionable or even 
sordid purposes are no longer a mar- 
ginal phenomenon in Israel, yet the 
law offers the minors no protection. 
“The law is virtually silent on ex- 
ploitation of children by their par- 
ents or by the media,” says Dr, Yitz- 
bak Kadman, director of the Pubfic 


“pCouncil for the Child. In a recent 


letter to Attorney-General Yosef 
F Harish, Kadman pointed out that 
regulations concerning the care and: 
supervision of children only safe- 
guard them in extreme instances of 
abuse or neglect. 
_ Furthermore, he notes, there ex- 
ists ἃ grey area not covered by any 
existing laws in which children may 
be exploited in entertainment or ad- 
vertising, used to dramatise a social 
predicament, or to make a political 
point. 

A chief welfare officer for the 
Ministry of Labour and Social Af- 
fairs, Yocheved Eldad, who has 
looked into some of the several doz- 
en cases of juvenile belly-dancers, 
has found that prosecution is not 
possible. In the case of a child from 
Acre, she wrote to Kadman, “It 


4& seems clear that the case does not 


fail under the terms of a child in 
distress as defined by the Youth 
Law.” 

Though a 1984 amendment to the 
Youth (care and supervision) Law 
requires doctors, teachers and wel- 
fare professionals to report suspect- 
ed cases of child abuse to the wel- 
fare authorities, a teacher may be 
wary of intervening if a pupil is 
known to be performing as a belly- 
dancer in a night-club or spending 
hours modelling clothes or posing 
for advertisements. 

“It would fead to a clash with the 
parents — J wouldn't be prepared to 
Teport ἔτ," one teacher told 
Kadman. 


IT MAY NOT always be easy to 
draw the line between fostering a 
budding talent, on the one hand, 
and abusing precocious tendencies 
or exposing children to harmful pub- 
licity, on the other. It may seem 
perfectly clear that no reasonable 
parent would want to have their 
child’s semi-nudity splashed over 
the pages of a magazine or, for that 
matter, exposed to the salacious 
gazes of nightclub audiences at an 
hour when other children are asleep 
in their beds. But is it so obvious 
that children may need to be “pro- 
tected,” as well, from the rigours of 
appearing in the Children’s Song 
Festival or being taken along to 
demonstrations by their parents, 
however worthy the cause? 
“Yes,” says Hanita Zimrin, head 
of ELI, an organization which deals 


with cases ot child abuse, and coun- 
sels parents and children. The young 
performers in the Children’s Song 
Festival are. reports Zimrin, 
worked like slaves.

. THE FACT THAT women make 
up 8.3 per cent of the Knesset while 
American women comprise only 
five per cent of the United States 
‘Congress provides a deceptive pic- 
ture of women’s participation in 15- 
-Taeli politics. 

’ For when it comes to participation 
on the municipal level, women 
‘make a poor showing against their 
counterparts in other Western 
nations. 

In the United States, one in seven 
state legislators is a woman (14.3 per 
cent). While in 1971 there were 344 
female U.S. lawmakers. that num- 
ber rose by 1987 to 1:160. American 
women today are mayors and gover- 
nors, state senators and city. 
councillors. 

In Israel, a mere 7.6 per cent of 
municipal councillors are women. 
compared to 4.2 per cent in 1950. 
There has never been a woman may- 
or of a major city and rarely has a 
local party list been headed by a 
woman. Some cities, like Beersheba 
and Safed, do not have even a single 
woman city councillor. 

“While we were way ahead in the 
1940s, the rest of the world has since 
caught up and overtaken us," says 
Prof. Alice Shalvt, head of the Israel 
Women’s Network, ἃ non-affiliated 


have been discussed previously in 
this series). The party system does 
not welcome and encourage wom- 
en, nor do many of them want to 
make the sacrifices necessary for a 
political life of that scope. 

On the local level, however, one 
would think that women would be 


« able to break down some of these 


barriers. Elections differ from na- 
tional ones in that the electorate 
votes once for mayor and once for 
the city council. Choices are often 
made on the basis of personality, 
and independent parties compete 
more easily against the established 
parties. 

Women also should have an easi- 
er time assuming positions of au- 
thority on a local level where the 
issues are municipal: "The munici- 
pality of Rehovot doesn’t need to 
decide on whether there should be a 
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Palestinian state.” says city spokes- 
woman Herut Altshuler. 

“Local politics is a good way to be 
dnvolved.” adds MK: Sara Doron 
{Likud-Libera)). “A woman can 
stay close to home and get the satis- 
faction of doing something for the 
place she lives.“ 

However, the reality of municipal 
politics today is that women still 
must learn to play the “party 
game.” make coalitions. build a 
power base and assertively repre- 
sent themselves, thus overcoming 
traditional stereotypes. Also, such 
involvement is part-time, unpaid 
and demanding, and presents diffi- 
culties for working mothers. 
ACCORDING to a recent statisti- 
cal survey of women in local politics 
by Tel Aviv University political soci- 
ologist Dr. Hanna Herzog, the aver- 
age female local politician is 43.5 
years-old (which is older than many 
of her male counterparts), married. 
and has three children. Eighty-five 
per cent work full- or part-time. 

In 1950, there were 29 women 
members on 61 municipal councils. 
In 1983, there were 93 women on 
101 councils (an increase from 4.2 to 
7.6 per cent). Hence, within that 
generation of politicians, the aver- 
age number of women on those 
councils that had women represent- 
ed rose only from 1.26 to 1.66. 


For most of those women in- 
volved today, local politics is not a 


stepping stone onto higher political 
ground, as it often is for men. and 
they usually serve only one or two 
terms. According to Hebrew Uni- 
versity political scientist Prof. Na- 
omi Chazan, women often get frus- 
trated sitting on municipal councils 
“because they enter at a relatively 
late age. and after one or two terms. 
they're 50 and grandmothers and 
politics seems dirty.” 

According to Herzog’s survey, a 
large majority of those involved 
come from European or American 
backgrounds. Sephardi women did 
not enter the local political arena 
until 1965. Today, they represent 
only 15.1 per cent of women politi- 
cians on that level, although in the 
Knesset, three of the 10 women 
MKs are from Oriental back- 
grounds. This figure still does not 
feflect the fact that close to 60 per 
cent of the population is Sephardi.

‘The 
councils ran into a serious dilemma:

“The course will provide training 
in the mechanics of government — 
committees, budgets. public speak- 
ing. political methods,” says the 
Network's Shalvi, who explains that 
by strengthening the councils, the 
organization hopes to strengthen 
women’s role in local, and eventual- 
ly national, politics.

A last resort that could be used to 
convince men that women are seri- 
ous about demanding fair represen- 
tation is the formation of separate 
municipal election lists. 

But, says Shalvi. echoing the feel- 
ings of others. “I"m not for separate 
parties. I'm for separate women’s 
lists within each party. We would 
like women in each party to say. 
‘Either we get placed in significant 
positions or we wiil run our own 
list." They have to have the guts to 
say it — and to do it.”

Fireworks replace the wizard

JAFFA - After 70 minutes of medi- 
ocre football, this match between 
Betar Jerusalem and Maccabi Haifa 
suddenly ignited like a Catherine 
Wheel on Guy Fawkes Night.

Haifa, to their credit, did not fet 
the setback rattle them and finally 
restored their lead after Avraham 
Abukarat took a leaf out Brai- 
lowsky’s book.

CALGARY (AFP) — Marina Kiech) 
was gone with the wind on Friday -- 
as Switzerland's expected women's 
alpine skiing downhill challenge was 
swept away. The Swiss have won 
every world cup downhill this season 
and would never have bet on being 
beaten by Kiehl, a 23-year-old with- 
out a single downhill victory and 
who only made the West German 
team at the last minute. 

But with gusting winds still buffet- 
ing the racers on Mount Allan, 
Kiehl stormed down the rutted, icy 
course, in 1 minute, 25.86 seconds 
to take the gold medal while title

Brigitte Oertli, one of skiing’s 
eternal runners-up, took the silver 
while Karen Percy gave Canada a 
first medal in taking the bronze.

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A role for the Palestinians 


THE HISTORY of the Palestinians in the past four decades 
has been marked by a consistent streak of missed opportumi- 
ties. Driven by an irresistible, nationalist urge, they rejected 
every opportunity for pragmatic compromise that would have 
allowed them an honourable place in the strife-torn Middle 
East. 

‘Thus, they would invariably push for a long out-dated, and 
therefore no longer workable, solution which they could have 
had on.a silver platter at the time it was offered. That was 
certainly the case in November 1947 when they rejected 
outright the UN partition resolution that would have estab- 
lished a Jewish and an Arab state in what was then the British 
Mandate of Palestine. 

Aided by the invasion of five Arab armies in May 1948, they 
fought the fledgling Jewish State with its some 600,000 inhabit- 
ants only to end up with the 1949 Armistice agreements that 
left the Palestinians with a much smaller, Jordanian occupied 
West Bank and an Egyptian occupied Gaza Strip.The entire 
Galilee, Beersheba and the larger part of Jerusalem were 
incorporated into the State of Israel as a result of this futile 
war. 

For decades, the Palestinians willingly accepted the role of 
political pawns in the cause of Arab belligerency. As a result, 
they allowed the Palestinian refugees to be kept in squalid 
camps in Jordan, Syria, Lebanon, as well as in the West Bank 
and in the Gaza Strip, feeding them with dreams and delusions 
of Israel's eventual destruction and their “‘return to the home- 
land.” Rather than seeking solutions for their proper resettle- 
ment in human conditions, they let the Palestinian refugees 
fester as ἃ political weapon. 

When Israel's then truly national unity government agreed 
in June 1967 to give up most of the territories that were 
occupied in the Six Day war in exchange for peace, the Arab 
world retorted with the farnous three noes of the Arab summit 
in Khartoum. The Palestinians, who were the main sufferers of 
that fateful resolution, again complied willingly. 

Ten years later, the late President Sadat’s historic visit to 
Jerusalem paved the way towards a new era in the Middle East 
in which peaceful coexistence with Israel would replace de- 
cades of senseless wars. In an attempt to cope with the 
complex Palestinian problem in a pragmatic manner, the 
residents of the West Bank and of the Gaza Strip were offered 
to set up Palestinian self-rule, with a governing council to be 
chosen in free elections in the territories, for an interim five- 
year period of autonomy. By the end of that period the final 
status of the territories should have been determined. 

The Likud government's reluctance at the time to comply 
with all the premises for Palestinian autonomy, as agreed to in 
the 1978 Camp David agreements, was aided and abetted by 
the outright rejection of the Palestinians and of Jordan, which 
was accorded a major role in implementing the autonomy 
scheme. 

Now, another ten years later during which scores of Jewish 
settlements were established in the territories, the Palestin- 
ians, together with Israel, face another crossroad towards a 
possible solution of the conflict. Out of the popular Palestinian 
uprising in the territories which is now in its eleventh week, a 
responsible Palestinian leadership must emerge to reap the 
politicaf fruits of the current confrontation. The PLO which 
was as surprised by the vehemence of the rebellion as was 
Israel itself, must give its backing and support to a representa- 
tive delegation from among leading Palestinians in the territo- 
Ties and in East Jerusalem who regard themselves as PLO 
supporters. 

By all indications, U.S. Secretary of State George Shultz, 
who will embark on his new Middle East peace initiative this 
Thursday, means business. It is essential for him to meet with 
such a Palestinian delegation, in addition to his scheduled 
meetings with the leaders of Israel, Jordan, Syria and Egypt. 

If the PLO really wishes to play a role in leading the 
Palestinian cause towards a peaceful and acceptable solution, 
it just cannot afford to miss another historic opportunity by 
sticking to its time-honoured all-or-nothing-at-all approach. 
The Palestinians in the territories who have shown the world 
that they are capable of taking their fate into their own hands 
might be tempted to shake off the dictates of a stagnant 
leadership which has only brought them futile promises and 
misery.

‘The 
driver of a Mercedes service taxi 
displayed his smashed windshield, 
which he said was the result of a 
blow from a passing Border Police- 
men. Another resident handed over 
8 9-mm bullet that he said he found 
inside his house while sweeping up 
broken glass. 

' According to residents’ accounts, 
the troops climbed on roofs, 
smashed the solar beating panels 
and sometimes shot into the solar 
water tanks. ᾿ : 

Jerusalem police spokesman Avi 
Zelba responded that the police bad 
acted to break up a violent demon- 
stration of stone-throwing youths. 
“Anyone who has a complaint may 
come to the station and file one, and 
jt will be checked thoroughly,” 
Zelba said. 

The police chased after and ar- 
rested one 15-year-old youth who 
will be charged with throwing stones 
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on Friday, Zelba said. That arrest 
was the only one reported during a 
weekend of police actions at the ref- 
ugee camp. It was not clear why the 
two hospitalized camp residents, Ali 
and Tahar, were beaten but not 
arrested. 


In the mixed Jewish-Arab neigh- 
bourhood of Abu Tor, two cars 
were torched on Hamefaked Street 
early yesterday gee πεν One car 
belonged to a Jew, and the other to 
an Arab. The motive for the burning 
was not clear, Zelba said. 

The police maintained their heavy 
presence on the Temple Mount dur- 
ing Friday prayers at the Aksa 
Mosque, but there was no confron- 
tation between the hundreds of 

and the worshippers. 

Last night’s attack on the Ameri- 
can Consulate in East Jerusalem was 
not the first. In late December, two 
petrol bombs were thrown over the 
perimeter wall of the consulate com- 
pound. The bombs caused no dam~- 
age and no one was injured.

WHEN THE spiritual leader of the 
Gaza uprisings was asked on Israel 
Television what his major griev- 
ances were, he quickly answered: 
taxes and working conditions. 

The Arab mayor and merchants 
of Kalkilya strongly condemned the 
murder by fire-bombing of the Mo- 
ses family there, not out of sudden 
sympathy for the settlers, but be- 
cause it hurt business. 

During the current riots, Israel 
television has occasionally inter- 
viewed workers, taxi-drivers and 
Foene coinike have censured the 
rioters, claiming they are harming 
their welfare. μὰ 

Arabs in all walks of life are send- 
ing us a message that we keep ignor- 
ing. An important reason for their 
growing bitterness and frustration - 
certainly oot the most important 
reason, but important enough for 
them to repeat it — is the i 
economic regime and monopolistic 
practices we have imposed on them. 

We also fail to heed the corollary 
of this message: that while good eco- 
nomic. conditions offering individ- 
uals choice and opportunity could 
not by themselves resoive all dis- 
putes about flags or boundaries, 
they could significantly reduce ten- 
sions and facilitate movement to- 
ward an acceptable political 
solution. 


SINCE EVEN THE greatest opti- 
mist does not expect such a solution 
to evolve overnight, it may be wise 
to devote some attention to improv- 
ing non-political relations. 

We tend to ignore the economic 
aspect of the conflict, because we 
have become so accustomed to our 
maddening system that we forget 
what it means to be totally ‘at its 
mercy. We point with justifiable 
pride to how much Arab standards 
of living have improved under Israe- 
fi rule, but we forget the cost in 
terms of infuriating discrimination, 
arbitrariness and favouritism, and 
the bitterness they engender, espe- 
cially among those with little means 
of protection against the routine 
abuses of our senseless bureaucracy. 

Yet it is difficult to comprehend 
why, in a society with a socialist 
heritage and concern for social is- 
sues, so few paid attention to the 
consequences of rapid changes in 
agriculture that created a surplus of 
labour on the Arab farm; why they 
ignore the deleterious effects the mi- 
gration of Arab workers to Israel's 
cities and factories has had on the 
traditions and structure of village 
life, and especialy on the young, 
who have become a rootless 
proletariat. 

And what about the more wealthy 
and equally disaffected intellectual 
class, with nowhere to go in Israel's 
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statist economy? How miany even 
pondered what distorting effects the 
availability of cheap labour had on 
Israeli industry, how it impeded, 
among other things, its technologi- 
cal development? 


IT IS EQUALLY amazing that, ina 
society where widespread political 
Manipulation of the economy pro- 
motes violent strikes even among 
committed citizens (such as El Al 
workers), few have seemed to con- 
sider how our distorted economic 
system further polarizes relations 
between Jews and Arabs. 

When our system causes Israeli 
entrepreneurs to move their opera- 
tions abroad because they cannot 
cope with our rigid bureaucracy and 
the monopolistic practices it sanc- 
tions, when large numbers of our 
young declare their intention to emi- 
grate because they see no future for 
themselves in an economy offering 
an average monthly salary of $750; 
when Jewish doctors and nurses are 
pushed by political manipulation of 
the health system to adopt extreme 
measures endangering patients’ 
lives, and when Jewish workers are 
so convinced that in such a system 
they. will not get a hearing without 
burning tyres and violence, why is it 
so difficult to understand that such a 
system, which is even harder on Ar- 
abs, can also lead them to extrem- 
ism and violence? 


WHEN WE JEWS permit our gov- 
erament to distort our economy so 
badly, we pay for it with stagnation 
and lack of growth. But we comfort 
ourselves with the rationalization 
that this is a necessary sacrifice, for 
reasons of state security, social jus- 
tice, etc. 

For most Arabs, this is cold com- 
fort. Hence they are less likely to 
accept passively the hardships we 
have become inured to. Moreover, 
most Arabs are not public sector- 
employees immune to economic 
constraints. Being mainly unorga- 
nized labourers and small entrepre- 
neurs, they lack the defences we 
have to protect ourselves against 
these hardships: protektzia and the 
old boys’ network, thé “know-how- 
to-manage,"” membership in organi- 
zations that solicit tax exemptions 
and privileges of all sorts. 

They are Arabs; that is to say,

THE ASTONISHING blindness to 
economic factors distracts our atten- 
tion from what can and must be 
done to mitigate conflict on the indi- 
vidual and the economic level. It 
focuses excessive attention on the 
political level, which may not lead 
so quickly to an acceptable solution. 

A recent Tel Aviv University 
study indicates that an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the Arab population 
- and to a lesser extent, a majority 
of Jews—have become more radical- 
ized politically, especially the 
young. Equally significantly. the 
gap between moderates in both 
camps (a smal! percentage among 
the Arabs) is at present unbridge- 
able. Most Arabs want a Palestinian 
state, not beside Israel, but in its 

lace. 

It was to be expected, of course, 


that the inexperienced young, with- 


few obligations, would be less prag- 
matic and more emotional and ideo- 
logical. As the proportion of youths 
in Arab society increases, and as the 
rapid development we fostered in 
rural areas accelerates the break- 
down of traditional leadership and 
ways of life, so will its radicalization. 

But if we liberated the private 
sector from stifling government reg- 
ulations, so that it could offer Arab 
youth better employment opportu- 
nities than washing dishes, we could 
modify radical attitudes. 

Instead, we teach them by our 
own example that the best route to 
personal advancement and econom- 
ic success is political power, that 
their only hope of acquiring wealth 
and status is by creating a political 
entity to provide them, as it does the 
Jews, with jobs, patronage, status 
and wealth. 


OUR DISTORTED economic and 


social structure influences our atti- 
tudes towards the conflict in other 
ways as weil. The fact that most of 
those who deat with the Arab prob- 
lem -- our “public figures” and intel- 
lectuals— live in the hot-house atmo- 
sphere of the public sector, where 
political activity is a proven means 
to success, tends to focus excessive 
attention on impersonal and ab- 
stract political issues, rather than on 
the difficulties of daily life. 

Worse, many of our ‘‘experts” on 
Arabs know mostly Arab politicians 
and intellectuals. They are not inti- 
mately acquainted with what both- 
ers Arab workers and smali 
businessmen. ἢ 

Such remoteness from the life of 
simple citizens who are not part of 
the elite and the protected public 
sector perpetuates the comfortable 
illusion that all social and ethnic 
problems are best tackled by gov- 
ernment action and farger outlays. 

But such “solutions” often make 
things worse, or are not worth their 
price. Since they require a larger 
bureaucracy and more taxes when 
applied to weak sections of the pop- 
ulation or to minorities, they often 
intensify rather than diminish 
discrimination. 


OUR TENDENCY to stay remote 
from daily life also exempts many of 
us from thinking issues through. It 
encourages us to indulge in political 
slogans and empty rhetoric. These 
seem to ease some of our emotional 
pressure to “do something,” and do 
it quickly. They help us feel good 
without really doing much good; they 
give emotional comfort leading t 

intellectual sloth. ὃ 

And so we find that the very same 
groups that justly condemn extrem- 
ism in our camp seem to accept and 
even condone such extremism in the 
Arab camp. 

They pay little attention to what 
calamity it visited upon them in the 
past, how ruinous it ts in the present 
and may prove to be in the future. 
As if the process of radicalization 
that is gripping Arab society is none 
of our business. As if we should just 
clear out no matter what, without 
pondering the consequences. 

They ignore the possibility that 
we might be forced to take drastic 
action in the unfortuante eventual- 
ity that those who gained control of 
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ἃ Palestinian state might not be the 
equivalents of Yossi Sarid, 
Meir Kahane. Ὁ

SLAIN IN THE wake of negative 
world reaction to the beatings in the 
territories, the American Jewish 
media, in particular, has come to the 
startling realization that Israel has a 
public relations problem.

Public relations, as opposed to the 
classic concept of “propaganda,” 
builds upon reality. If the reality is 
basically saleable, public relations 
experts can box, package and gift 
wrap the reality in an optimal light. 

But, if the underlying reality is 
not a saleable commodity, the pub- 
lic relations crew is reduced to the 
less desirable and more limited task 
of damage control. 

Thus, to summarize, policy must 
fit the following criteria in 1988: 
O It must hold water with middle 
America. 


O It must be concisely articulatable. 
O It must be saleable on television.

Sir, - The Masorti Rabbinical 
Association would fully deserve 
Joshua J. Adler's strong criticism 
(Letters, January 13) if they had 
indeed advocated “opposition to any 
Sabbath legislation (anywhere) in 
Israel.” The objection is to a possi- 
ble rash of new legislation. Most. if 
not all of us, endorse that existing 
legislation which effectively closes 
factories, stores and businesses on 
the Sabbath. 


As the author of one of the three 
papers on which the rabbinic discus- 
sion was based, I should like to 
summarize a few salient points. 

1. Full public and private keeping 
of the Sabbath is ἐαυνώ ρα:

4. Icis urged that there be sensitiv- 
ity to the different patterns of diffe- 
rent groups of people — that strict- 
ness or openness vary with the na- 
ture of -those who make up each 
neighbourhood. 

5. There is no status quo; there is 
only the status quo ante—the attempt 
to permanently freeze the situation 
as of some 40 years ago. Among 
other negatives perpetuated by this 
concept is the official non- 
recognition of Masorti rabbis in 


Israel.
